Two more men and a little Girl wero

The assault-of 
the mob led to a pitched halllu.' The 
issuilants were anneU with revolvers,- 
mt as they mounted the hill on which 
(ho wall Is located, they were met1 with 
a volley froni tho repeatiiiK rifles- of 
i!00 sjjeclal guards entrenched behind 
the stone defenses.

"I did 
everything.1 could when the legisla- 
ture was in regular session to'further 
the .passage of a ^organization bill. 
It failed in the House by only twenty 
votes, although It Was said that but 
for what 1 did it would probably 
have been defeated by an'ovcrwhelm- 
Ing vote. 


"I have, had ho;-cs that some agree- 


ment might yet be brought about bc- 
twecii tho leased lines an.l the Boston 
and Maine, llut the time is growing, 
h-hort.' September 1 is not far away 
and it can hardly be expected that 
the holders of the notes which come- 
due In lliitf month will consent to ex- 
tend them again,1 unless there is somo 
prospect of a reorganisation -bill go- 
tig, (hi-ough.
